He's got a 


CHAPTER 1. 


Sent to the Front. 


T~VSACTI«Y one week from a certain 


- f\, day whenJT landed in England 


from the United States I -ivas 


notified that my Job 'was gone, ns the 
company that I represented was in 
tbe hands of receivers. 


I, was disappointed, of course, but 


tried to look at tbe thing philosoi'hical- 
Jy and to make the best of It. I bought 
my ticket for home, but aa the boat 
on which 1 Intended sailing did not 
leave for several days I proceeded to 
enjoy tbe remainder of my stay In 
England. 


Things were certainly moving at that 


time. Very soon'I "was as enthusiastic 
as any of them, and in London I made 
Inquiries as to whether I cou'.il join 
the army. 


I was told that I would have no dif- 


ficulty at all, but on second thought I 
decide ^ to let well enough alone. The 
day before I ^"as to sail from, Liver- 
pool i hesitated again and talked it 
over with an army office^. He v.-as BO 
nice about explaining everything to me 
that I decided that'I might do lots of 
worse things than to eee a little of 
tbe biggest scrap the world bad ever 
known. 


That night I thought about the mat- 


ter some more and came to the conclu- 
sion that if they ^vould take me into 
a cavalry regiment I would have a 
try at It Tbe next morning I enlisted 
and was wade a trooper in tbe Fifth 
Dragoon guards. That same afti-rnoon 
I was on my way to Aldershot, but 
bad I known what I was going to go 
through 1 don't think I would have 
been so light hearted as I was. In the 
evening I was fitted out with my en- 
tire kit and informed that from now on 
I was a soldier. 


I was assigned to a bed in tbe bar- 


racks, and from that time my trou- 
bles commenced. 
I was in with a 


" crowd of old soldiers, men who had 
served, from two to twenty years In 
the army, ant!, while they wen; very 
decent chaps, they seemed to reseat 
tbe fact that a "civle" had been pusfced 
in on them. I was at once chri5tP.ned 
"Yank." and I believe they foam! a 
few other things to call me too. 


The next morning at 5 o'clock the 


sergeant came aronnd and dug me out. 
He took me down to tbe s'tablvs and 
put me in with a bunch of rookies who 
•weren't any happier than I was. We 
were then instructed'in the gentle art 
of grooming a horse. I couldn't seem 
to- do Anything right, and they- didn't 
hesitate to teU me so either. 


Then we were marched down to- « 


breakfast of bread, bacon and tea. but 
we had as much as we wanted. 1 felt 
a whole lot better after eating. Break- 
fast over, we had room, inspection, and 
ay soon as that was over we who were 
roofeies were marched down to the rid- 
Ing- school and-handed orer to the ty- 
rant wbo ruled tkere. 


I had expected to fin* horses all sad- 


Sled, and it certainly TTOS quite a shock 
to learn that we got oar saddles only 
when we bad earned them. In other 
words, we had to pass Che.bareback 
test before we even fett a r add 1 e. 
There were no long explanations as to 
how a thins should be done. W« were 
fold once and in as few words cs pos- 
ttble. Then we had to do it. 


After we had mastered 'the art of 


7tnltinp on a horse's back we got the 
"waJlv march," then the -"trot march." 
Then we had to drop the rein* acd ride 
with folded arms, and BO It wem until 
12 o'clock, when we got an hour's rest. 
Jt was th* same thin? in the after- 
noon.

bead and tail and legs and everything. 
Why, 
I wouldn't .trust you blighters to 


drive my dack to water. There Isn't 
one of you who could ride a table," 
etc. 
We were dismissed at 4:30 and 


told that this was our routine for ev- 
ery day until we had passed out and 
earned oar saddles. 


I don't tbinJi I was ever so. tired in 


my life as I was that night, and I de- 
cided to torn in right after supper. 
That shows how much I knew about a 
barrack room. After sapper all chose 
wiio couldn't get permission to go out 
seemed to blame it on me, for I was 
battered around until they were tired 
of it, and when I finally got into my 
bed I was in a pretty bad wmy. 


I soon found out that it wan futile 


to try to get even. Such an attempt 
only made matters worse, and the only 
thing to- do seemed to be to grin and 
bear it. The next morning we went 
down to riding school again and had 
the same old drill all day. ercept tbat 
ha the afternoon they tamed ns aronnd 
so that our backs were toward the 
horses' heads and mude xis ride that 
way the rest of the day. 


As I was crossing tbe parade ground 


in the evening a fellow who was in 
my room asked me how I feJt- I ,told 
him in two words. 


"Well," he said, "if you want to be 


let alone you do ns I tell you. Tonight 
when you go into the room pick oat 
the biggest man yon can find and don't 
say anything, bnt just walk up and 
paste him with all your might. You 
may get licked, and you may not, but 
you won't have much, trouble after- 
ward, whichever way it comes ont" 


Well, I didn't know whether Td have 


the nerre to do it cr not, but the more 
1 thought about it the more I thought 
he might be right 
I hadn't passed 


through the door to the barracks be- 
fore the kidding started again, and 1 
knew what would follow. 


So t screwed op all the courage I 


had, 
and, seeing a big chap who was. 


making a lot of talk, I swung as bard 
as I. couid an-.l let him have It. 
I 


won't say anything about wbat hap- 
pened to me, bat the next afternoon 1 
found I'd been tmlucfcy, as usual. The 
man I had picked was a heavyweight 
champion of the British army in South 
Africa durifig die Bo-ar war.' Things 
were much' better after that, though, 
and I made some mighty good friends 
among those fellows. 


At first it amused me greatly to hear 


the mfiu taik about the regiments they 
belonged to, but later I came to under- 
stand that their regiments meant more 
to them than anything else. In peace 
time when a rnfli^ Joins the army he la 
obliged to learn the history of the regi- 
ment he Joins from the day it was 
formed to the present day. Tradition 
plays a great part in the life of a reg- 
flJar soldier, and if there is a delicate 
spot in the history of his regiment he 
is bonnd to hear of it from, the men of 
other units, and If any derogatory re- 
marks are passed he feels himself hon- 
or bouou to fight the one who is re- 
sponsible for the remark. 


If you should chance to ask a Royal 


Horse artilleryman what regiment he 
belonged to he would immediately 
straighten op and answer you some- 
what after this fashion: 


"I belong l.o .the Royal Horse artil- 


lery, the extreme right of the line 
and the pride of the British army." 
Then he would go on to tell when 
"his regiment was formed, what It hnd 
accomplished, bow many honors it has, 
how many Victoria crosses the men he- 
longing to It have won, how many ti- 
tled officers belong to it, and so on, al- 
most indefinitely. 


Nearly all the regiments have nick- 


names, and these names are very pop- 
ular. The Eoyal Scots claim to be the 
oldest regiment In tbe British army. 
so they are popularly known as "Pon- 
tius P2ate*s bodjganrd." The Glouces- 
ter regiment is the only one hi tbe 
British army entitled to wear cap 
badges in the back as^well as In the 
front, and the reason tb3a privilege has 
been granted them is thnt In some pre: 
vlons war the regiment became sur- 
rounded by the enemy, and, turning 
back to back, they fought until relief 
reached them. 


.Another regiment hag the nickname 


of the "Cherry Pickers." In some war i 
of long ago this regiment was ordered 
to make a charge through tt cherry or- 
chard, and while passing through they 
forgot their duty and stopped to pick 
tbc cherries, 
From that day to thia 


they have been kuown as the "-Cherry 
Pickers," aDd thetroasers o? their dress 
uniform are of cherry colored mate- 
rial. 


There is a certain Scotch regiment 


which for some reason hud its kilts 
taken away and now has to wear 
trousers made of the same kind of 
plaid that the kilts were made of. Tke 
men are working like Trojans in this 
war to win their kilta back again, and 
they will very probably be successful, 
as th ey hav e d one some wondecfni 
work. 


Each regiment finds something to 


boast about, and the men ncvor mias an 
opportunity. Tbe Seventeenth Lancers 
are known as the "Death or Glory 
Boys," aa their regimental badge is the 
skull and crossed bones and "Death or 
Glory" is their motto. 


The Royal Engineers have more Vic- 


toria crosses than any other regiment 
in. tbe British army, and it ia no won- 
der, 
for theirs ia a very dangerous 


work and affords plenty of opportu- 
nities for men to distinguish them- 
selves. The first Victoria cross award- 
ed in the present war was won by a 
driver of an automobile, a member of 
the Army Service corps. 


Two days later word came around 


tbat the regime'at was going to^the 
front within the week. By that time 
I was covered with, saddle sores and 
was in agony tbe whole time. 
Al- 


though It requires nine months' train- 
ing to turn out a. full fledged cavalry- 
man. 
I decided rp try to go with the 


regiment somehow, and I didn't care 
how I went. 
Anytldng to get out of 


that riding sclu;ol. 
So I went to a 


captain and told him the whole utory, 
and I begged him to take me. 
He 


was cortainJy mighty nice about It, 
and In the end he attached me to his 
person*,! staff and took me that way. 


Up to this time i hadn't thought 


mnch about what wnp going to happen 
.when we reached the front, but wh;it 
we got Just before we sullc^l certainly 
made me do some tall thinking. We 


! were Issued identity dinks first. These 
i are hung around tbe neck, and on them 


j are stamped the soldier's name, regi- 


mental ni'jnber and his religion. Then 
we were given onr pay books and told 
to make our wills In the baiik of tlinm. 
The chaplain next addressed us uud 
prayed orer us. 


"When tb!.s WILS nit OTer 1 was .so 


scared I was beginning to think ihat 
the riding school mlgbt have Its ad- 
vantages. 
And all tbe way over on 


the trnnMpurt I was fee linn mighty 
blue, and I was certain that I was 
never goin.fr to see E'npland apnln, lot 
alone tbe old U. S. A. 


Crosyinf: :he ehflnn&U 'we landed at 


Ostend at 4 o'clock in thi* morning on 
the eighth day of October, 191-k 
We 


had had nothing but fcnilrbeef and 


came to the town of Kotflcn. A. nait 
was called, and we Trout nbout mak- 
ing ourselves comfortable. 
Tho peo- 


ple were extremely cordial, too, and 
there "was nothing that WH* too much 
trouble for them to do for us. I got 
into n houso where tho man ep'okc 
English- He had been In too snipping 
business In Antwerp and knew a groat 
muny or tho firms my father had dealt 
with. I really felt quite at home. 


They nskod me if I thought they had 


better move or whether tbe Germans 
would ever got as Car ns Roalcrs. I'll 
never forgot Sow I scorned the Idea 
and assured diem that they were us 
safe there as they would be in Eng- 
land.

CHAPTER II. 


First Tir.io Under Firo. 


/"TMIAT afternoon about 4 o'clock 


J_ 
shells begun to drop Into the 
towii, and -ve anade a quick azit. 


It was iny am time under fire, and it 
was far from being agreeable, I had 
very often wondered whether I would 
be scared or not 
Will, I found out 


then, and I certainly was scared. Since 
then I have often wondered about tbat 
family and what they would think of 
mo for advising them tbat they were 
in no danger. 


It didn't take us long to move, and 


it is a good thing: it didn't, for as 
we were leaving the town we could 
see the Germans coming over the hill 
about four miles away. 
We won- 


vas not vet. 


great tidal wave, but our machine 
gunB poured steel into them at the 
rate of COO shots per minute, and they'd 
go down like grass before the scythe. 
If they did reach our lines at all they 
never went back to tell about it 


It in my honest opinion that a man 


hi action goes temporarily insane, for 
were it not HO how could any man con- 
tinue to work a gnu that WEJ sending 
hundred's of his fellow creatures into a 
heap of groaning, squirming death? 
That Sfl exactly what WHS happening. 
The Germans w&re climbing over heap a 
of their own dead only to meet the 
same fate themselves. The deeds ot 
valor which have escaped notice around 
tbe Ypres salient would fill at least one 
large book. 


With the end of the first battle of 


Ypres our division retired to a village 
called St. Jean Capelle. While the Bel- 
gian civilians had been so nice to us oil 
the wav down from Qatend I am sorry 


j to aay that we found them exactly the 


i opposite here. We bad not been in the j 


I town three hours before we had three i 


peasants arrested and convict- ; 


There was a windmill on a bill Just 
! back of the village, and some one no- 


ticed that as soon as we entered the 
village thia windmill started to go, al- 
though there wasn't a breath of air 
stirring. 
Investigation showed that 


two Belgians were signaling to the 
Germans in this way. 


The other case was even worse. One 


of our police stopped an old Belgian

hard biscuits all the way over, "BO the 
first place we sought when off daty 
jvas a restaurant 


I had chummed up vritb a fellow 


named Harry McGarrow and also with 
the heavywelgbt. The latter was an 
old soldier and had served more than 
twenty years In the army. Nine years 


of his service had been done in India, 
so he knew the ropes pretty well, 


Aa soon as we were off duty we three 


made for the nearest estamlnet (or 
small ca£e) la the Flemisli town. We 
were just putting away some bread 
and eggs and coffee when the general 
commanding the division walked in 
with two of his officers. 
Of course 


we Jumped to attention and were about 
to withdraw, but he told us to finish 
our meal. 


We were the only British troops to 


land at Ostend, and, being the first the 
Belgians in that part bad ever seen, 
we attracted a great^deal of attention. 
Our horses and equipment seemed to 
amaze them. 
They would come up 


and handle the saddlery and ask, "oui- 
cler?" When we would tell them that 
it was just a trooper's equipment and 
that all the others were the samo they 
couid not seem to get over It 
' Although It was after 4 o'clock hi 
tbe morning, everybody seemed to be 
up and at work. The Belgian peasant 
has no Interest in tbe eight hour law. 
He works from before daylight until 
long after dark. The peasants seem iff 
be very poor, and a franc means more 
to them than several dollars would to 
onr fanners. 


We left Ostend about 9 o'clock In e 


hurry. No one seemed to kno-w where 
we were going, and all sorts of wild 
rumors "were fiylng. As a matter of 
fact, we left at 9 and the Germans 
were in there at 6 the same night, bni 
we didn't know this until long after- 
ward. The Belgians were most kind 
to us. They would bring ns bread, 
eggs, wine, etc., and would not take 
any pay for the things. They were 
Idndness. itself and couldn't eeem to 
do enough for us. 


We did most ot our traveling at 


night, and it wasn't much fnn. 
We 


were not alkraed to show a light of 
any kind and were'even forbidden to 
amofee. As I said before, we hadn't 
any idea where we were going, but we 
wero all sure we were on our way to 
meet the Germans, and. there wag a 
great deal of speculation aa to when 
tho meeting .would come. 


On, the morning of the third day we 


his horse and saddlery and had to ride 
behind him wherever he went when 
mounted. Ttaat is about aU I hnd to 
do. Of counie when the regiment went 
into action my duty would be to fol- 
low tbe captain. 


Eventually we arrived at a little 


place called ZUlcbuke. and It was here 
that we joined up with the Seventh 
Infantry division. There wns very lit- 
tle doiug, and nobody seeraifd to know 
jubt what we wero going la do. Our 
chaps went oat on patrols t ?cry day, 
and occaslonnlly they wot'.'.', run into 
a German patrol, antl ther* would be 
ji scrap. 
' Turing our stay at ZUh£ etc it was 
decided that all untrained men were 
to be returned to Bngiitml to finish 
their training, andVJt looked very much 
as if I was going to land back In that 
riding school aftiM- nil. While the mat- 
ter was still undecided thr driver oC 
| General Dyng'a car was killed, so I 


went to the captain find cold him I 
could drive ft car, and I offered my 
service:*. lie put In a word for me, 
and I wns given the rar. but only until 
a regular Driver could bo /-cciired. 


It was while I wns drivliis this car 


that I saw the city of Ypres for the 
first time. Tbere had not jccn a shell 
In tfce place y«t, mid ft certainty was 
a fine old town. 


One afternoon I was waiting in the 


car for some staff officer Ia tbe Grand 
place when I heard a lot of shooting 
and shouting. 
I looted over hi the 


direction of the noi.«e and .«aw that 
*onx» of our troops were oil firing into 
tbe ulr. And there, above, was tho first 
German taube I had ever seen. The 


I pilot was flying: Ten- Jow and within 
; easy rifle range, so I got ciclted and 


= drnsced out my riCe and besan flrlnp 
' fit him too. fila m«fWna. J hoard aft- 


• erwurd, 
WELS absolutely riddled with 


; bullets and he wns wounded hi three 


j places. That was my first shot nt u 


I German. It wns In Ypres, too, that I 
1 saw 700 of the Prussian guard brought 
| in, and I must say that they were stiraa 


• of tbe finest looking soldiers I have 
! ever Been. 
They were ni! great big 


' fellows, and our Infantry chaps looked 


t mighty small beside them. 
j 
It was soon after this that the Ger- 


j mans sot their forces together «ud 


made their first attack on our positions 


i outside of Ypros. 
I was ia the town 


when tne first shells lauded, and the 
panic they created was something ter- 


i ribie to witness, 
! 
Men, women and children seamed to 


have but one idea, and that wad to get 
out as quickly aa possible. Old tromen 
would go staggering a\long with their 
belongings tied in each end of a bed 
sheet and the wholn thing slung around 


I their neck. The streets wore crowded 
with them. Men were driving pigs and 
chickens before thorn and the women 
leading and carrying children. 
The 


roads were littered with dead and dy- 
ing, wounded horses screaming their 
horrible scream and kicking. The fdin 


t was terrible. Shells would burst in the 
i roads choked with people, bnt the mo- 
| mentary gap would immediately 811 


I and the panic stricken people would 
! sweep over their own dead. 


At the time I couldn't s^em to real- 


ize what was happening, 1 felt numb 
all over, but with an awful terror grip- 
ping me, and t longed to turn and fly. 


While Shoili Continued Screaming Over 
Ua, They Were Bursting In tho Town. 


I remember seeing my officer coming, 
so I got out and started tbe engine. 
There were two horses standing Just 
behind the car, and as tbe officer went 
to step in a piece of shell cut one of 
these horses in two. 


As BOOK as we were clear of the 


town we "were all right, for, while the 
shells continued screaming over us, 
they -were still bursting In the town. 


This was the beginning of tbe first 


battle of Ypres, in which the little 
Seventh division did tbe seemingly Im- 
posaiblfe. Day and night the Germans 
poured shells Into, us, and still we held 
on. 
Then their artillery firo would 


slacken, and they would burl their su- 
perior numbers against our "contempt- 
ible little army" In a vain endeavor to 
crush us by sheer weight, as it were,'. 


The enemy seemed to rise out of the 


ground and sweep .toward us like a 


elan, and on examination he found that 
it contained two pigeons with messages 
giving our exact strength attached to 
them. These men were taken to the 
rear and shot Things like this make 
Jt very unpleasant for all concerned. 


It was about this time that a new 


driver was found for the general's car, 
so that left me withont any definite 
work to do. At that time, too, we had 
the flcst anuored c&rg hi action on our 
part of. the line. They were beautiful 
machines, sixty horsepower, mounted 
with machine guns or three pounders. 
While 1 WU.K waiting to find out what 
was to become of mo I made one trip 
in tbe armored car—that is to pay, I 
went into action with it once. Of 
course the gun was worked by expert 
gunners and I was simply acting as a 
fjpnve driver in case anything serious 
happened. The body of the car was

Your duties as a sentinel are best ex-

IJhink them over and you will 
see that they are clear 
and eiact. 


Tltey are meant to be strictly obeyed. 


-My general orders are: 
1. To take charge of this post and 


ali Government property in view.

"Every soldier should be able to 


find his way in a strange country; 
should know how to use a compass;;

er over the same route or by a more 
circuitous one. This can easily be 
learned by a little practice.
